New A. A. Cun 
Platform Built 


In Twelve Days 


In twelve days a workshop in the 
English Midlands has produced an 
anti-aircraft gun platform of sim- 
plified design which has now been 
accepted as standard. ‘ 

The original design was a rivet- 

ed construction of rolled steel sec- 
tions, demanding many man-hours 
to make. A simple design of sheet 
metal construction, arc-welded in- 
stead of riveted, was uggested. The 
Government asked how long it 
would take to turn out a test plat- 
form. 
It was promised within 14 days. 
Four draughtsmen, working under 
the chief designer, produced the 
drawings over night. Construction 
began in the morning and went on 
continuously day and night. In ten 
days the components were ready 
for assembly, and in two days more 
the completed platform was towed 
off for test—48 hours before the sti- 
pulated date. 


Can Obtain Treatment

| MAY RATION GOAL 


Public Advised To Get Full Supply 
In Early 

Coal may be rationed both in 
Canada and the United States this 
winter, J. McG. Stewart, federal 
Goal administrator for Canada, told 
the convention of the Canadian Re- 
fail Coal Association. 

“If rationing of coal goes into 
effect in the United States as a re- 
bult of sransportation. conditions, 
it will surely be rationed here, al- 
Most as a certainty,” he said. 


Survey Labor On 
Canadian Farms 


Tabulation of a recent survey of 
the farm labour situation in Canada 
by the Economics Division, Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture, are 
iow complete. . The survey was 
designed to provide fuller informa- 
tion on what has taken place with 
réspect to agricultural workers 
since the war. began. According to 
preliminary figures, the quantity of 

“family ~-help —-on~ Canadtan 
farms in 1942 showed a reduction 
of about 10 per cent from 1941. The 
largest percentage decreases were 
indicated in Alberta, Nova Scotia, 
Saskatchewan, British Columbia 
and Manitoba. Female family help 
on farms showed a decrease of 4 
per cent in 1942, ‘ 

The amount of hired help on a 
yearly basis showed an increase of 
24 per cent for 1942 over all prov- 
inces, with New Brunswick the only 
exception to the general trend. 
This yearly increase in yearly help 
is apparently due to two factors. 
First, it has been found necessary 
to replace family help leaving the 
farms by permanent hired hands, 
and, secondly, farmers are seeking 
to protect themselves against a sea- 
sonal shortage by hiring year-round 
men,

Four Hundred War 
Ships Built Since 
War Began 


More than 400 warships have 
been added to the naval fleets of 


the British Empire since the war 
began, it is disclosed in the new 
edition of “Jane’s Fighting Ships,” 
the acknowlddged authority on all 
the navies of the world. Names are 
given of nine battleships, six air- 
craft carriers, .22 cruisers, four 
minelayers, 62 destroyers, 22 sub- 
marines, 16 sloops, 119 corvettes, 
and 179 other ‘naval’ vessels which 
were not completed at the outbreak 
of war. In addition to these, 72 des- 
troyers, 7 submarines, 18 mine- 
sweepers, 61 corvettes and 37 traw- 
lers have had their names publish- 
ed in connection with Warship 
Weeks in Britain's National Savings 
Campaign. 

“Jane’s Fighting Ships” also calls 
attention to the surprising develop- 
ment of warship building in the 
British Dominions, especially Can- 
ada, where sloops, corvettes and 
minesweepers have been coming off 
the stocks in numbers undreamt of 


before the war. Seve] destroyers, _ 


it is recorded, are also in hand in 
Empire shipyards. 


No less impressive are the col- 
lated particulars of enemy losses.

“AVOID SELFISHNESS it 


_ Recent dispatches from Ottawa reveal that the — 
Government will shortly extend the coupon rationing — 
system, which makes for fairer distirbution of goods 
and prevents hoarding. ; 

At present confined to gasoline, the coupon sys- 
tem will be extended to sugar in the near future and 
tea, coffee and some other food articles will rationed 
shortly after. The coupon system will probably be 
eventually extended to cover clothing aud textiles. 

Honor rationing has not altogether proved a suc- 
cess. While consumption of sugar has dropped since 
the Government asked for co-operative rationing, 
there is a certain class of people who, actuated by 
greed and selfishness, take advantage of the honor sys 
tem to benefit themselves, A rationing system will 
restrain purchases by these people and will conserve 
shipping space vital to the war effort. 

Coupon rationing does not mean that any great 
sacrifices will be demanded of citizens. It will simply 
prevent hoarding and will induce sensible» buying 
which will prevent shortages in articles where none 
need exist if citizens restrained themselves to their

SUGAR FOR PRESERVING 

Despite reduction of the sugar 
ration from three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar per week per per- 
son, to half a pound, Walter S. 
Campbell, Prices and Supply Rep- 
resentative in Alberta for the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, says 
‘that housewives putting up pre- 
serves may still obtain extra sugar 
for that purpose, 

For canning fruit, one-half of a 
pound can be obtained for each 
pound of fruit. For jams and jellies 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar 
can be obtained for each pound of 
fruit. The housewife must acquaint 
her retailer with the use for which 
the extra sugar is required, and 
sign a statement to that effect. Far- 
mers who have to supply meals to 
threshing crews and silo fillers, 
may also obtain extra sugar within 
the ration requirements, on ex- 
plaining the purpose to his retailer. 

Several prosecutions for sugar 
hoarding were made last week. A 
man in Montreal was fined $200.00 
and a Japanese near Kelowna, B. 
C.w as fined $100 and the excess 
sugar confiscated, for having sugar 
in excess of the ration require- 
menst. 


TIRES PROVE COSTLY 

Last week in Brockville, Ont., 
five local business men who had 
purchaser 11 tires from William 
Neddo, tire dealer, without permis- 
sion from the Tire Controler Of- 
ficer, were each fined $25 and costs. 

The tires were seized by the War 
time Prices and Trade Board and 
the dealer ordered by the contrller 
of Supplies to withdraw from the 
tire business. 

Having given fair warning of the 
regulations, the authorities an- 
mounce intention to take astion a- 
gainst illegal purchasers as well as 
illegal vendors of tires. 


TEA FOR SOLDIERS 

With the new tea-rationing reg- 
ulations, enguiries have come to 
officials of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, concerning the in- 
clusion of tea in soldiers boxes. 

T.K. Wade, Administrator of Tea 
says these cannot be considered a- 
part from the household allowances 
If a housewife formerly used two 
{pounds of tea a month, purchases 
must now be ‘reduced to one pound 
per month and any tea for soldiers 
boxes taken from the ration a 
mount. 


THE VICTORIA 
CROSS 


(Victoria Colonist) 


When the decoration of the Vic- 
toria Cross was first instituted 86 
years ago by Queen Victoria it was 
decreed that the medals should be 
struck from the metal of guns cap- 
tured by the British forces at Sevas 
topol. The supply of that metal has 
now given out and a new supply of 
gun metal has had to be secured 
jtor the purpose from the Mint. 

The firm of London Jewelers that 
made the Victoria Cross still holds 
the Royal Warrant for making the 
medals. The Times points out that 
“the commissions for the crosses 
have gone through only three men 
—the founder of the firm, his son, 
and his’ grandson, one of the pres- 


ent directors, who is in the army.: 


“The jewelers keep a record of 
\the names and deeds of the men 
who have been awarded the V.C.
